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Decision Number Nine 

to the Treaty on Open Skies 

Codes Other Than Alphanumeric Values 
to Be Used for the Annotation Of Data 

The Open Skies Consultative Commission, pursuant to the provi- 
sions of Annex B, Section II, paragraph 4 of the Treaty on Open Skies, 
has decided as follows: 

1. No codes other than alphanumeric values shall be used to 
annotate data collected during an observation flight. Items of informa- 
tion required to be annotated pursuant to Annex B, Section II shall be 
annotated using the alphanumeric codes set forth in Appendix 1 to 
Annex B. 

2. States Parties shall have the right to annotate other items of 
information in addition to those required by Annex B, Section II. In 
the event that a State Party chooses to annotate additional informa- 
tion, it shall use alphanumeric codes and shall inform all other States 
Parties of the meaning of such codes before using them to annotate 
data collected during an observation flight. 

This Decision shall enter into force simultaneously with the 
Treaty on Open Skies and shall have the same duration as the Treaty. 

Decided in Vienna, in the Open Skies Consultative Commission, 
on 16 July 1993, in each of the six languages specified in Article XIX of 
the Treaty on Open Skies, all texts being equally authentic. 
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
